ROOSEVELT IN LETTER 
DISCUSSES HIS ANCESTORS 


“May Have Been Jews or Catholics 
or Protestants,” He Writes in 
Answer to Inquiry. 


By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Mich., March 15.—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, in repiy to an in- 
quiry regarding his ancestry, made 
by Philip Slomovitz, editor of the 
Detroit Jewish Chronicle, wrote to 
Slomovitz as follows: 

“All I know about the origin of 
the Roosevelt family in this coun- 
try is that all branches bearing 
the name are apparently descend- 
ed from Claes Martenssen van 
Roosevelt, who came from Holland 
some time before 1648—even the 
year is uncertain. 

“Where he came from in Hol- 
land I do not know, nor do I know 
who his parents were. There was 
a family of the same name on one 
of the Dutch islands, and some of 
the same name living in Holland 
as lately as 30 or 40 years ago, but, 
frankly, I have never had either 
the time or the inclination to try 
to establish the line on the other 
side of the ocean before they came 
over here, neaziy 300 years ago. 

“In the dim distant past they 
may have been Jews or Catholics 
or Protestants—what I am more 
interested in is whether they were 
good citizens and believers in God 
—I hope they were both.”

IKES ADVISES TEXANS 
ON NATURAL AS LIE 


Says Public Corporation Must 
First Be Set-Up for St. 
Louis Project.

WASHINGTON, March 15.—Be- 
fore the Federal Government can 
consider a public works loan and 
grant for the construction of a 
natural gas pipe line from the 
Texas Panhandle to St. Louis and 
Detroit, the State of Texas must 
set up a public corporation to build 
the line, Secretary of Interior Ickes, 
the Public Works Administrator, 
today told a delegation of Texans 
headed by R. B. Anderson, State 
Tax Commissioner. 

“I do not want to be in the po- 
sition of saying to Texas, ‘Here are 
St. Louis and Detroit clamoring for 
natural gas, you build the line,’” 
Ickes said. “You must come with 
a request for a loan from a public 
corporation set up to build such a 
line.”’ 

Anderson said he thought such a 


very soon. It would be authorized 
to issue up to $80,000,000 in bonds, 
which the State would offer for 
sale to the Public Works Admin- 
istration, using the proceeds for 
construction of the pipe line. 

“We estimate,’ Anderson said, 
“that it would cost $40,000,000 to 
build a line to Detroit and $60,000,- 
000 to build a line that would serve 
both Detroit and St. Louis. I be- 
lieve the Public Works administra- 
tor will look favorably on this proj- 
ect when it is put in the proper 
form.’ 

Also here to confer with Ickes 
were Charles M. Hay, City Coun- 
selor of St. Louis, and the Natural 
Gas Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen. Hay, after he had talked 
with Anderson today, said he would 
not attempt to see Ickes -at this 
time. Yesterday Hay and the AlI- 
dermanic Committee conferred with 
Commissioner W. A. Ayres and Col. 
William T. Chantland, examiner, of 
the Federal Trade Commission. 

“They have asked us to come to 
Washington to present our charges 
that a monopoly is keeping an ade- 
quate supply of natural gas out of 
St. Louis at formal hearings soon 
to be held,” Hay said. “We spent 
more than an hour and a half dis- 
cussing the St. Louis situation and 
have found a very sympathetic atti- 
tude toward St. Louis’ problem.” 

The hearings into the natural 
gas industry will complete the 


investigation. On advice of com- 
mission officials, Hay talked today 
to Representative Rayburn, co-au- 
thor of the Wheeler-Rayburn hold- 
ing company bill, about the possi- 
bility of pipe line regulation under 
title III of that act.

MOVE FOR CITV-OWNED 
STREET CARS. BUSSES 


Robert Kratky Heads Cam- 
paign for Purchase of Sys- 
tems and 5-Cent Fare. 


A movement for municipal own- 
ership of the street transportation 
system, with a 5-cent fare, has 


been started by Robert Kratky, a 
lawyer, as chairman of the Peo- 
ple’s Five-Cent Street Car-Bus Fare 
Committee. 

Initiative petitions will be circu- 
lated, beginning next Monday, for 
ordinances to carry out the city 
ownership plan. One proposed ordi- 
nance would authorize the Mayor 
.and the Comptroller to enter into 
‘contracts for purchase of. existing 
|street car and bus facilities at a 
cost of not more than $25,000,000, 
‘or in event of not being able to 
purchase these facilities, to provide 
a new, adequate system. 

Bond Issue Proposed. 
' Another proposed ordinance 
‘would call a special election on the 
‘issuance of $25,000,000 of municipal 
_public utility bonds to pay for the 
'system. 

Kratky pointed out that public 
utility bonds, which the city is au- 
thorized to issue, are secured by a 
lien on the property and revenues 
of the utility and are not payable 
from general tax revenues of the 
city, so the-plan would not call for 
any increase in taxation. Bonds of 
the municipal waterworks are of 
this type. 

Kratky said the minimum of sig- 
natures required to initiate the or- 
dinances, under charter provisions, 
was about 20,000, but that a much 
larger number would be sought. 
Petitions will be circulated by vol- 
'unteer workers in every precinct, 
he said. 
| If sufficient petitions are present- 
ed, the proposed ordinance first 
would gu to the Board of Alder- 
men and if enacted by the’ Board 
no election would be necessary ex- 
cept on the bond issue. “Sut if the 
' Board does not enact them within 
60 days the Election Board is re- 
quired to submit them at an elec- 
tion. Kratky said . about three 
months will be taken for circulation 
of petitions, that the ordinances 
will not go to the Board of Alder- 
| men until autumn, and that an elec- 
_tion probably could not be held 
until about May 22, 1936. 

To Solicit Funds. 

Funds to pay for the campaign 
will be solicited from the general 
public, Kratky said: The office of 
the committee is in the Cotton Belt 
building, Fourth and Pine streets. 
| The Public Service Co., which 
owns the street railway system, is 
being operated under the direction 
' of the Federal Court by Henry W. 
Kiel, trustee, appointed after the 
company filed a debtor’s petition 
under the amended bankruptcy act.

Expert Says 2500-Year-Old 
Records Found in Palestine 
Appear -to Be in Ink. 


JERUSALEM, March 15.—(Pal- 
cor Agency)—Prof. Harry Torczn- 
yer, expert on Semitic languages 
of the Hebrew University of Jeru- 
salem, said today that twelve in- 
scribed potsherds found several 
days ago at Tel Adduweir, site of 
ancient Lachish, by J. L. Starkey, 
head of the Wellcome Archeological] 
Research Expedition, dated back 
definitely to the time of Jeremiah, 
/about 2500 years ago. 
| Prof: Torcznyer said a remarka- 
ble aspect of the script was that it 
appeared to be written in ink such 
as might be used today. He called 
'the discovery “the most valuable 
find ever made in the period of the 
| First Temple.” Prof. Torcznyer is 
trying to decipher the script. 


| He said the discovery, on the site 


'of Lachish, which was the greatest 
| fortress in the Southern area of the 
| Kinwdom of Judah, supported the 
| Bible in its account of the Kings. 
| Lachish offered resistance to 
'King Nebuchadnezzar of Babylon 
when he swept down on Judah aft-

er King Zedekiah had renounced 
allegiance to Babylon. Jeremiah 
was the prophet of that era. He 
had been preaching during the 
reigns of Josiah, Jehoahaz, Jehoia- 
kim and Jehoiachin, until the days 
of Zedekiah, covering the period 
between 638 B. C. and 593 B. C. 

It was thought likely the pots- 
herds would reveal many episodes 
in the history of Lachish. It was 
to Lachish that King Amaziah of 
Judah fled when a conspiracy was 
raised against him in Jerusalem 
following his disastrous war against 
Jehoash, King of Israel. Conspira- 
tors followed and assassinated him 
there, as the story is told in Second 
Kings. This was in the middle of 
the eighth century B. C. At Lachish 
also Sennacherib, King of Assyria, 
encamped when he was waiting for 
the surrender of King Hezekiah at 
Jerusalem during the days of the 
prophet Isaiah. 

The Starkey discovery is one of 
the few extra-Biblical documents on 
scripture times. Up to now archeol- 
Ogis.is believed the humid earth of 
Palestine could not preserve any 
such records through the centuries, 
although the dry sand of Egypt 
preserved many important writings. 

Prof. Turcznyer is now engaged 
in preparing a lecture on the sig- 
nificance of the find working with-

Vary Traditional Sunday Roast 
With Broiled Steaks or 
Chops Occasionally. 


It is an excellent idea to vary the 
meat course for Sunday by serving 
in place of the traditional roast, 
broiled steaks or chops. If a large 
steak is bought, the coarser end 
may be cut off and combined with 
beef or veal kidney or plenty of 
vegetables to make a meat pie for 
Monday night. 

New potatoes -are becoming 
cheaper and better and in many in- 
stances it may be found more eco- 
nomical to buy them than the old 
ones, which are not particularly 
good just now. “When the new ones 
are used, wash them. thoroughly, 
and boil with the skins on. Peel 
when done, season with salt, pepper, 
melted butter and minced parsley, 
or mash in the usual way. When 
served with the minced parsley they 
are known as “parsley potatoes,” 
as are the little balls cut from po-

Magistrate Michel Benon, the 
examiner, sent the cases to the 
correctional court for trial, proba- 
bly early next month. 

Included in the indictments were 
10 persons who are fugitives. 

The prosecution is expected to 
order a secret trial for Mr. and 
Mrs. Switz who have been held in 
prison for 15 months.

WASHINGTON, March 15.—Don- 
ald R. Richberg, executive director 
of the National Emergency Council 
and former general counsel of the 
National Recovery Administration, 
announced today at the Senate Fi- 
nonce Committee investigation of 
the NRA that at the first oppor- 
tunity he would submit to the com- 
mittee his interpretation of the 
constitutionality of the National 
Industrial Recovery Act. 

The announcement was, made in 
answer to charges by Senator Hast- 
ings, (Rep.), Delaware, that as 
he understood Richberg’s previous 
testimony Congress could legislate 
to regulate all the private business 
of the country, on the theory that 
every activity in some way affected 
interstate commerce, and thus be- 
came subject to Federal jurisdic- 
tion. 

Richberg’s interpretation will be 
of timely interest because of the 
many recent decisions of the lower 
Federal courts holding various sec- 
tions of the NIRA unconstitutional. 
As yet, the United States Supreme 
Court has passed only.on Section 
9C of the NIRA, when by an 8 to 1 
decision it held that Congress had 
exceeded its constitutional author- 
ity when it designated its authority 
to the President and his subordin- 
ates to regulate the transportation 
of “hot oil.”

INCREASED BUDGET. 
FOR BRITISH NAVY 
PASSES COMMONS 


$286,000,000 Estimate for 
1935 Approved, 158 to 
48, After Speech by 
First Lord of Admiralty. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, March 15.—The House 
of Commons voted early today, 158 
to 48, to approve naval estimates 
for 1935 amounting to £60,050,000 
(about $286,000,000), an increase of 
£3,500,000 (about $16,625,000) over 
last year. 

The vote came after Sir Bolton 
Eyres-Monsell, first Lord of the 
Admiralty, had spoken. He said 
Japan’s denunciation of the 1922 
Washington naval treaty should 
not be regarded “too tragically.” 

Expressing hope that the naval 
conference nominally required by 
denunciation of the treaty would be 
held this year, he declared: 

“We have already drastically re- 
duced the numbers of our ships 
and we cannot further reduce them, 
but we are willing and anxious for 
an international agreement for the 
reduction of size. 

“Britain would like to see cap- 
ital ships limited to 25,000 tons 
with 12-inch guns, together with 
the abolition of the 10,000-ton 
cruiser with 8&inch guns and the 
abolition of submarines. 

Present limits for capital ships 
are 35,000 tons with 16-inch guns 
and, it was explained, Great Brit- 
ain needs more light cruisers rath- 
er than the “Washington treaty 
cruisers.” 

An “ideal” naval conference, 4 
said, would establish an equilibrium 
for defense among the naval Pow- 
ers so that no power could easily 
bécome an aggressor. 

His statement was taken to mean 
that Great Britain was not ready 
to admit that no naval agreement 
can be worked out to ieplace the 
Washington treaty, even though the 
preliminary conversations were 
fruitless, or the London treaty 
which complements it. Both instru- 
ments expire Dec. 31, 1936.

MUST THE DRIVERS’ LICENSE BILLS FAIL? 

Are the people of Missouri to be denied the protec- 
tion of lives and property afforded by a State drivers’ 
license law? The present impasse at Jefferson City 
makes it seem that the popular demand for this es- 
sential measure is to be disappointed. Failure of 
the legislation cannot fairly be laid entirely at the 
door of the Legislature. The wrangling proponents 
of drivers’ licensing must bear the major responsi- 
bility. The sorry situation has been reached largely 


because of their quarrel over which of two proposed 


bills should be enacted. Could the advocates have unit- 
ed and worked for one bill—either bill would have 
been better than no bill—success would have been 
virtually assured. 

As to a point made by Senator Casey: 
City has its own drivers’ license law, he says, so why 
doesn't St. Louis enact such a measure if it wants 
one? St. Louis did enact such a measure, in June, 
1933, only to have it declared unconstitutional. The 
section reserving regulation of automobile drivers to 
the State does not apply in Kansas City because of a 
special grant of authority in its Charter, which the 
St. Louis Charter lacks. A State measure thus is ap 
parently the only effective remedy here. 

Why should rural members oppose the measure? 
It is on the State highways, widely used by rural 
citizens, and not in the city streets, that the greatest 
increase in highway mortality has occurred. High- 
way Department figures for 1932 and 1934 show an 
increase of only 18 fatalities as the result of motor 
car accidents in cities and towns in that period, and 
an increase of 241 on State highways. By this evi- 
dence, the need for drivers’ licenses is equally great, 
if not greater, in the rural districts.

British Policy and the American Dollar 


ton and of other international farm prod- 

ucts has been due to uncertainty about 
the Government’s policy in supporting their 
prices. But the uncertainty about the Gov- 
ernments policy is almost surely due to a 
deeper cause, that is, to the pressure upon 
the world price level resulting from the re- 
cent depreciation of the pound sterling and 
the currencies which are linked to it. The 
traders of the world would have reason to 
ask themselves whether the Government 
can by loans and such devices hold up the 
domestic price of cotton in the face of a se 
vere threat to its world gold price. 

Neville Chamberlain's speech last week 
declared a British policy which makes it 
impossible to put off much longer the deter- 
mination of an American policy. Mr. Cham- 
berlain took the view that America and 
France were “anchored” to gold, that gold 
was “fluctuating” in value, that Britain 
would not fluctuate with gold, would man- 
age her paper currency to maintain a stable 
price level at home and would not now con- 
sider proposals to stabilize by international 
action either gold or the rates of exchanges, 
While he denied, no doubt quite correctly, 
that the British authorities were deliberately 
depreciating sterling and thus causing gold 
to “fluctuate,” he admitted by implication 
that they were not determined to prevent 
depreciation. 


| T may be that the fall in the price of cot- 


AS a practical matter, it comes to the 
same thing. When a Government admits it 
is not trying to stabilize its currency, it in- 
vites speculators and the owners of loose 
funds to depreciate the currency. That is the 
way Mr. Roosevelt depreciated the dollar 
in 1933. With the exchange market so thin 
that smal] transactions one way or the other 
produce mighty effects, with a lot of fright- 
ened money rattling around in the markets 
of the world, depreciation is a simple mat- 
ter once a government says, as Mr. Cham- 
berlain has said, that it will not attempt to 
stop depreciation, 

It must be assumed that the American 
Government will defend its internal price 
level just as jealously as the British Gov- 
ernment is defending its price level. It wil] 
not do again what it did from September, 
1931, to March, 1933; that is to say, it will 
not sit by and take the punishment of a de- 
flation of its price level. 

In view of the fact that the British au- 
thorities reject the idea of stabilization by 
agreement, there would seem to be three 
main lines of action open to America,

One would be to restore the embargo on 
gold, or, in other words, to leave the gold 
Standard to which we returned last winter 
and then to manage the dollar as the British 
are managing the pound with a view to 
keeping our own internal prices from fluc- 
tuating. The chief objection to this policy 
is the lack of confidence which Wall Street 
feels in the monetary competence of the 
Roosevelt administration, and there is some 
danger that this lack of confidence would 
affect the Government bond market. An- 
other objection to the policy is that it would 
be regarded as a declaration of currency 
warfare, and when wars are declared, no 
one knows how peace is to be made. 

A second line of action, which has some 
impressive supporters, would be to acce}l- 
erate and accentuate the sale of gold in or- 
der to buy silver. It is argued on behaif of 


this policy that, if resolutely carried out, the 
sale of American gold would depress the 
value of gold and thus steady or raise gold 
prices, and at the same time it would raise 
the value of silver and cause a backfire in 
London from British and Japanese interests 
in the Orient. 

The chief objections to this policy are, 
first, that there is lacking convincing expert 
opinion that it would do what is expected of 
it, and, second, the ineradicable complexes 
about silver, instilled in Americans by the 
Bryan campaign of 1896, which prevent most 
Americans from considering silver with an 
unbiased mind. 

* * * 


A third line of action would be to go to 
the French as leaders of the’ gold bloc and 
Say: “We think the dollar is sufficiently de- 
valued in terms of gold and we do not wish 
to devalue it further. Will you and your 
partners make a prompt and convincing de- 
cision as to whether you really do or do not 
mean to devalue, and if so, how much, get 
the thie over with once and for all, and 
then join with us in creating a greater gold 
bloc of genuinely stabilized currencies?” 

Simultaneously, we could approach the 
Scandinavian countries which are now 
linked with sterling and ask them whether 
they are prepared to join a genuine gold 
bloc of this sort. 

There is no real objection to this policy 
except that it is difficult to know whether 
we and the French have the skill to execute 
it. But since it suits so weil the rea! inter- 
ests not only of France and ourselves but 
of all of continental Europe, it seems to me 
that it is the policy which ought to be most 
thoroughly explored before resorting to any 
of the alternative policies. Failure would 
not prevent us from adopting other policies. 
Success would obviate the risks of those pol- 
icies. 

Whatever the decision taken, the ultimate 
objective should never be lost sight of. It is 
to convince those for whom Mr. Chamber- 
lain speaks that Britain’s real interest is to 
stabilize. A greater gold bloc, especially if 
it included important countries that now 
have their currencies managed in London, 
might by the prestige of its financial power 
produce that change of mind in a country 
which profits so much by being the money 
market of the world. If that conviction can- 
not be produced by such a constructive pol- 
icy, then it will be necessary to consider 
preferably, together with France, whether 
the conviction might not be most quickly 
produced in London by suspending the gold 
standard through the joint action of the 
European gold bloc and the United States.

stone with the toes and pick it up 
placing it a foot or so 
original position.

Exercise 2. Foot adduction exer- 
cise (walking). This exercise 
stretches the muscles on the lateral 


'side of the foot, and strengthens the

When she begins to sit up and trot 
about by herself, she must be taught to 
understand that there are certain restric- 
tions-—not many—which you set upon her 
wanderings. She is not to get herself into 
perilous situations by straying from the 
immediate vicinity of her home or by ex- 
perimenting with dangerous materials 
such as matches, running water, heavily 
laden table cloths or open safety pins. 
She is to adjust herself to the orderly 
running of the household by putting away 
her toys and her shoes and her tooth 
brush and performing whatever small 
tasks are suitable to her strength and 
time of life. 2 

If this child shows no disposition to 
heed your reasonable and repeated warn- 
ings, she must be disciplined and taught 
that infringement of the laws, made by 
mother for her good and the good of all, 
will inevitably bring punishment. She is 
to learn to respect her mother’s wishes 
and to obey that firm, quiet tone of her 
mother’s voice which means business 
about obedience. 

In this connection a good technique of 
obedience implies a rarity of commands, 
not a superfluity of them-—and_ those 


commands involve only issues of real im- 


portance. Constant nagging and picking 


- On a child will bring you as far as possi- 


ble from the good results I have in mind. 
Amplify this technique as your child's 
personality expands, relaxing discipline 
where she has outgrown it, but always 
holding a firm rein On things that matter 
~ and always expecting her to co-operate 
in the work of the household, the work 
which is her part, her portion, of the fam- 
ily responsibility, 

Not the least of the good that results 
when your daughter contributes her 
share of work is a kind of partnership 
with you. In this one matter, at least, 
you are companions. This will help you 
to keep her confidence. The experts ad- 
vise us to play with our children; but to 
work with them is almost as good. When 
you work shoulder to shoulder, discuss- 
ing the small problems of the household, 
and speaking casually of little personal 
matters, you will find that your self-suf- 
ficient young girl is disarmed and gives 
you many a confidence she might other- 
wise never think to mention. 

These are good, wholesome, unemo- 
tional moments, yet warmed insensibly 
with the experience you both have of 
uniting in a common effort. 

For the girl whose wilfulness today is 
the result of her mother’s negligence to 
teach her to be obedient, my proposal is 
that it is never too late to begin to take 
a firm stand. Dont let her do the things 
your best and most careful judgment dis- 
approves, Tell her from now on she’s not to 
do them, from now on she’s to have her 
regular tasks and she is to do those. She’l] 
have her regular pleasures, too, but they 
will be reasonable ones and you will ap- 
prove them first. That's all the talking 
I would do if I were you, except to tel 
her that failure to obey will be soundly 
and roundly punished.

“Character,” he adds, “is nature 
in the highest form; the moral or- 
der seen through the medium of an 
individual nature; a habit of action 
from a permanent vision of truth, 
It is higher than intellect.” 

What we want in men is some 
thing more than talent, more even 
than genius; we want the moral 
power to make talent trusted. 
“Cleverness is so commonplace,” 
said Sir James Barrie; we want 
character.
